The  meet¬ 
ing  was  held  November  20-22, 

Thursday  afternoon  some  of 
the  delegates  attended  the  Wash¬ 
ington  ..University  —  Missouri 
School  of  Mines  football  game, 
while  others  explored  the  expan¬ 
sive  plants  of  the  Globe  Dem- 
ocrate,  Port  Dispatch,  and  Star 
Times. 

The  first  official  gathering  of 
the  delegates  took  place  *  in  the 
Statler  roof  ballroom.  Fred  Kil- 
dow,  director  of.  the  Associated 
Press  was  chairman.  “Newspa¬ 
pers — Past  and  Present,'*  wag  the 
subject  of  the  opening  address 
by  Munro  Roberts,  executive  sec¬ 
retary  of  the  St.  Louis  Newspa¬ 
per  Publisher’s  association. 


Thursday  afternoon  GSCW 
was  dropped  from  the  roll  of  the 
Southern  Association  of  Colleges 
and  Secondary  Schools.  Nine  oth¬ 
er  units  of  the  University  System 
were  taken  from  the  accredited 
list  on  tbe  recommendation  of 
the  Commission  on  Higher  Edu- 
cation  of  the  association. 


The  annual  meeting  of  tbe  ac¬ 
crediting  group  was  held  .  in 
Louisville,  Kentucky  this  week 
before  which  representatives  of 
the  State  Board  of  Regents,  and 
two  students  from  the  University 
of  Georgia  appeared  to  urge  that 
the  association  be  lenient  Jn  "fits 
action.  Tbe  appeal  was  to  no 
avail.

6.  Don’t  waste  your  time  read¬ 
ing  the  whole  book  again.  Have 
some  purpose  for  your  reviewing. 

7.  Conserve  your  energy  so 
that  you  will  be  physically  able 
to  do  your  best  on  the  exam. 
This  means  a  good  night’s  sleep 
and  a  good  breakfast  before  the 
exam. 

8.  Many  students  find  that 
when  they  have  done  good  re¬ 
vie  win  eg  for  an  examination, 
they  do  better  on  it  if  they  com¬ 
pletely  forget  it  the  night  be¬ 
fore. 

9.  Ask  your  instructor  bow  to 
review  for  the  exam  he  will  give. 
Taking  the  Examination: 

1.  Come  to  the  room  for  the 
examination  in  plenty  of  time  to 
get  your  seat  and  get  every¬ 
thing  in  order.  You  will  not  do 
as  well  if  you  rush  in  late. 

2.  When  the  examination 
starts,  begin  work  immediately. 
You  can’t  afford  to  waste  time 
by  dilly-dallying  then.  Most  ex¬ 
aminations  are  timed. 

■3,  Look  over  the  entire  exam¬ 
ination  to  make  sure  that  you 
know  all  that  is  to  be  done.  Set 
yourself  a  tentative  time-sched¬ 
ule  so  that  you  will  get  it  all 
done. 

4.  Be  sure  that’ you  understand 
any  directions  given  you.  If  not 
sure,  ask,  or  reread  them. 

5.  Be  sure  that  you  have  pens 
or  pencils  and  the  required  pa¬ 
per. 

6.  Concentrate  on  your  own 
work  and  forget  everyone  else, 

7.  For  objective  Tesaa: 

a.  Follow  directions  implicitly. 

b.  Be  sur©  you  understand 
the  question.  Many  students  get 
answers  wrong  because  they  do 
not  read  the  questions  carefully.

d.  If  you  have  no  idea  at  all 
about  the  answer  to  a  question 
it  is  better  to  leave  it  blank,  If 
you  have  some  idea  or  a  ‘hunch/ 
take  a  guess,  you  will  probably 
be  right  more  often  than  not, 

e.  In  true-false  questions 
where  the  words,  Always,  Never, 
oositively,  ,  absolutely  occur,  the 
statement  ie  usutially  false.  If 
words  such  as,  sometimes,  usual¬ 
ly,  generally,  occur  in  the  state¬ 
ment,  it  is  generally  true. 

f.  For  multiple-choice  and 
matching  questions.  You  can 
usually  arrive  at  the  right  an¬ 
swer  by  a  process  of  elimination. 

8.  For  Subjective  Tests:  , 

a.  Read  the  question  carefully 
to  determine  what  is  wanted. 

b.  Think  through  what  your 
answer  will  be.  If  necessary, 
make  an  outline  to  guide  your 
writing, 

c.  Don’t  be  afraid  to  develop 
a  topic  fully,  but  b©  as  concise 
as  possible, 

d.  Give  some  thought  to  the 
form  your  answers  will  take.  Oft¬ 
en  an  outline  form  for  an  answer 
1b  better  than  a  narrative. 

e.  Use  correct  spelling  and 
grammar.

The  Army  needs  £ 
our  paper  (not  that  the  Army  £ 
has  taken  to  shooting  spitballs),  ( 
but  paper  is  used  to  make  shell 
containers,  and  also  tons  of  paste-  j 
board  boxes  are  used  for  contain-  ( 
erg  for  supplies  sent  to  the  camps.  f 

The  giant  paper  corporations  j 
in  our  country  are  operating  to  ( 
near  full  capacity,  meeting  this  - 
need  of  the  Army,  hut  they  are  . 
faced  with  a  shortage  of  raw 
materials.  The  two  prime  raw 
materials  for  paper  are  90,  per 
cent  wastepaper  and  10  per  cent 
wood  pulp.  Some  of  our  foreign 
sources  for  wood  pulp  have  been 
cut  off,  and  a  great  deal  of  our 
own  wood  pulp  is  used  for  war¬ 
time  explosive8  and  rayon  pro¬ 
duction.  So  w©  must  conserve  the 
other  raw  material — wastepaper. 
This  waste  paper  is  graded  and 
sorted,  then  .Ifeled  for  hise  in 
making  new  paper  or  pasteboard. 

Our  National  Office  o<£  Produc¬ 
tion  Management  has  urged  re¬ 
tailers  and  the  general  public  to 
economize  In  gift  wrapping  this 
Christmas,  because  the  supply 
of  paper  will  be  short  We  on 
this  campus  can  cooperate  ?ty 
using  our  paper  conservatively. 
Only  in  this  way  can  civilian  need 
for  paper  be  adequately  m»t. 
Some  organized  method  of  cot. 
lecting  our  waste  paper  will 
probably  be  started,  as  this  can 
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b©  used  for  making  new  paper. 
By  complying  with  this  request 
of  the  Office  of  Production  Man¬ 
agement.  we  can  assist  in  con¬ 
serving  materials  and  help  meet 
our  defense  need  for  paper. 

Our  defense  program  is  worlfr. 
ing  with  amazing  rapidity,  en- 
deavoing  to  get  supplies  and 
equipment  to  the  Allies  as  quick¬ 
ly  a§  possible,  but  only  with 
civilian  cooperation  can  this  real¬ 
ly  work  effectively.  W©  have  not 
yet  felt  the  full  force  of  war 
economy,  but  when  and  if  it 
comes,  the  American  people  must 
courageously  conform  to  the 
governmet's  plan  for  consump¬ 
tion,  in  order  that  our  defense 
program  may  operate  unham¬ 
pered.
